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It has been the premise of 
the Bay Area Research Collec- 
tive that the aboveground, 
underground, and locked down 
are three facets of the same 
struggle, It has been our 
purpose to try to break down 
the barriers among the three 
through support and criticism, 
at all times trying to build 
unity. We began a year ago 
with a rally in support of the 
six Symbionese Liberation Army 
comrades killed in Los Ange- 
les, Over the past year we 
heve done a lot of printing 
of cormuniques, analyses, 
criticism--with distribution 
being through mail contact, 
wall posters, articles in the 
BARB, forums, informational 
tables, participation in and 
contacts with other organiga- 
tions, and e rally this past 
May in support of the under- 
ground. Dragon will simply 
be another expression of our 
work, We intend to continue 
our other political functions 
as well, It wili not be a 


HOUSE ORGAN. while its com- 
position will clearly reflect 


our basic political beliefs, 
its purpose is to aid a process 
of dialog and understanding, 
not lay out a line. As time 
goes on we expect to grow both 
in scope and consciousness, 
This can only havpen with a lot 
of fecdbuck/criticicn from sis- 
ters tind brothers reading this. 
Otherwise we too will quickly 
become @n anachronism, soon 
Surpassed by the peoples strug~ 
gle instead of growing as part of 
it. 

With tnis awareness in back 
ef our heads, tne following 
anelysis pushed us to crenting 
bragon; 1, Distribution was 
our bottleneck--it was infi- 
nitely easier to collect or 
produce materiul than to dis- 
tribute it, 4 a.m. wall pos- 
tering is Lite when the situ- 
ation demands, but is unten- 
able for wide geosraphicul 
distribution, lengthy articies 
and things comrades would 
want to refer back to. 


2., Convisving to utilize in- 
stitutions such as the Berke- 
ley Barb wes having a reace 
tionary effect: it is not 
simply a matter of the fact 
that the Perb cencors material, 
has no real politics, and ex- 
ists to make & profit off sex- 
ist exploitation--it was the 
fact that collaborating with 
the Barb was preventing us 
from @ealing with the essen- 
tial question of developing 

a reliable means of communi- 
cation, It was clear that in 
the short run this would be 
adifficult--the Barb, being 
"all that was left" provided 

a relatively wide distribution 
and created many important 
contacts, especially with non- 
name individuals, either 
locked down or outside in re- 


latively isolated circumstances; 


however, in the long run it is 
imperative that the people 
had to advance the process and 
not merely stick with what 

was convenient, sitting back 
bemoaning the evils of the 
Barb; 3/ a comprehensive pa- 
per could not be created-—to 
begin with such would involve 
starting with a reactionary 
economic base--ads and/or li- 
.beral money sources; aiso it 
involve for us a non-existent 
staff large enough and poli- 
tically together enough that 


such a paper could be done 
while maintaining other func- 
tions, 

Dragon hes to be supported 
by the people it serves--who, 
we hope, wili be revolutionaries, 
either actually SO now or po- 


tentially by virtue of their posi- 
tion as the oppressed of Ame- 
rica. We cannot be financially 
dependent on those who are 
politicelly uncommitted; for 
while this money can be used, 
we must elways operate on the 
assumption that whatever 
Support they are giving can 
disappear in 5 minutes, It 

is imperative that Dragon be 


distributed free to all those 
who have no bread, This means 
that those who have bread must 
share the financial burden. 

It is irportant for.a paper 
to be easy to read and inte- 
resting. ‘Too often this is 
equated with expensive type- 
setting, layout, and prin- 
ting. We believe that the 
most important consideration 
is getting info out to peo- 
ple. This means that the e- 
conomic base must be secure- 


£100 for 1000 copies. This 
means, that in order to give 
away 2/3 the copies free, those 
who can afford it mast average 
out at about 35¢ per copy. 
Distribution (mailing, vendors, 
percentages, etc.) is another 15- 
20¢/copy. Vie expect thet it will 
take several issues before we 

can distribute that many copies, 
certainly in terms of 1/3 paid. 
So, we are asking comrades to 
contribute whatever they cen. 

If the paper is uot financially 


this translates out es the 
most minimal production costs, 
Therefore, we'll usc what we've 
got: a typewriter, some pla~ 
gerizea typesetting and a 
mineo machine, Hopefully as 
things progress we can smooth 
up our act some but, we never 
want to extend ourselves past 
the point where we can continue 
the operation with but the most 
minimel resources. We believe 
thet is the only way to maxi- 
nize our political integrity 
and reliability while minimi- 
zing our vulnerability to tke 
pigs. 

This issue will cost under 


self-supporting we will take that 
as an indication that it is not 
serving a useful political 
purpose to the community. We 
expect to come out about once 
every 4 weeks (at least to 
start with). On request we 
will send out subscriptions 

for 6 months, no matter how 
little or how much bread is 
donated. We believe that feed- 
back is important-—indicative 
both of the worth of a paper 
and the serivcusness of the 
reader. therefore after 6 
months we will stop a subscri- 
ption unless we hear from you.

On December 19, 1974, Peoples' 
Forces Unit 1 of the New World

In the face of General Moters 
wave of pious PR ads, the Peo- 
ples Forces want to remind Ger- 
stenberg, Murphy and all the 
other top-decision making per- 
sonnel that the people know ex- 
actly. who and what General Mot- 
ors is, 

General Motors is the biggest 
monopoly corporation in the 
world. It has speeded up its 
production lines and laid off 
workers before, in hard times, 
and it has been the people, not 
the company's profits, who suf- 
fered. It is the corporation 
that called out National Guerd 
troops during the 1936-7 Flint 
sit-down strike that won auto— 
workers the right to unioniza— 
tion, General Motors is one of 
the many corporations that sup- 
ports the white racist regime 
of South Africa, and pays its 


African workers dirt, taking 
advantage of laws that forbia 
blacks to unionize. General 
Motors profiteered on the Viet- 
nam war, General Motors sup— 
ported Hitler and milt weapons 
for the Nazis during World War. 
II. General. Motors buys up pat- 
ents and suppresses them to in- 
sure that the "free world" 
arives around in the flimsiest, 
dirtiest, most dangerous and 
expensive vehicles possible, 
General Motors has poured the 
whole world's precious fvels 
and metals and the people's pre- 
cious labor into a destructive 
and wasteful industry to provide 
higher profits for General Not- 
ors and a worse life for the 
people, 

In 1949 General Motors was 
convicted by a Chicago federal 
jury of conspiring with Stand- 
ard 0il and other Giant cor- 
porations to tear down the cheap, 
clean electric railroads that 
served American cities, in order 
to force people to use cars, 
busses and gasoline. It was 
fined all of $5000, and no go- 
vernment action has been teken 
to prevent its continuing those 
activities to this very day. 

The Voz of New America, a guer- 
rilla organization of the New 


World Liberation Front, recent- 
iy demanded thet General Motors 
contribute some of its hundreds 
of millions of dollars of pro-. 
fits to provide medical cure to 
the meny people in California 
whose health has been seriously 
danaged by the air pollution 
and murderous vehicle engineer- 
ing tuat is a direct result of 
General Motors! illegal and des- 
tructive activites, General 
Notors didn't even respond to 
this demand. Instead its stupid 
pig executives ask for the peo- 
ple's sympathy because profits 
ere supposedly down, 

Who is supposed to believe that 
shit? The tens of thousands i 
of workers who were Laid off 

to pay the astronomical sala- 
rics of General liotors execu- 
tives?

FUCK TEE WORLD FOR PROFITS... 


AC Transit buses are built by General Motors anù are powered by inter- 
nal combustion diesel engines: noisy, air-polluting, expensive in opera~ 
tion and maintainance, and planned for obsolescence. AC replaced the key 
system in 1959. The key system was once a fair intraurban transportation 
system made up of electric trains and street cars: relatively quiet, clean 
inexpensive, and long-lasting. In 1946, National City Lines purchased the 


key system and immediately began replacing the trains and street cars with 
buses. By 1948, they had removed all east bay street cars from service. 

By 1958, they did the same with the trans—bay electric trains. Consequen- 
tly, in 1959 when AC Transit took over service, the bus precedent had been 
set: the tracks and electric lines removed. National City Lines was a 
Chicago-based holding company which began in the thirties to purchase city 
transportation systems, replacing street cars and trains with buses, Caci- 
tal to do so was provided by Ceneral Motors, Firestone, Standard Oil of 
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Califor: .a, Federal Engineering Company, Mack Iruck, anc -hillips rpetroleun, 
“7 1947. National and its subsidiaries owned or controlled 46 transit sys- 
tems in 16 states. According to "The United States V. National City Lines, 
Inc., et al.", National's purpose was "to further sales of and create an 
additional market for the products of supplier(s)...” That market came to 
nearly 40 million dollars between 1937 and 1947. The companies involved 
were found guilty in 1949 of violating the sherman anti-trust ect. Gener- 
al Notots was fined $5000. This was a nation~wide monopolistic conspiracy 
for which rationality and public interest were expendable. The interest, 
of the corporations involved would be served, and tnat interest was and 
still is profit. East bay and trans-bay public transportation has been 
municipalized into AC Transit. we who ride tne buses and pay taxes con- 
tinue to finance General Motors’ profits. 

General Motors has long held a strong interest in public transprotaticn, 
or rather, in the profits they could rake in off public transportation sys- 
tems. Another GM tactic was the creation of Greyhound. The purpose of 
this GM-controlled company was not dissimilar from that of National City 
Lines: to decrease passenger train profits and therefore service and cre- 
ate a monopolistic market for GM., Again we pay for Cli's profits, 

Electricity has returned to Bay Area public transportution: BART. How- 
ever, the design of the BART system facilitates the creation of new, dis- 
tant suburbs for San Francisco. Rather than providing a rational alterna- 
tive to our automobile dependence, BART increases it: suburb-dwellers 
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cannot survive without their cars. BART's inadequacy for all but to-and- 
from-work transportation, and the meager bus service in out-lying areas 
put commuters beck in their cars, Gif, the automobile, oii, and related 
industries profit while we pay in money, in health, in the quality of our 
environment, indeed in the quality of our Lives. 

This is a brief and partial description of the General otors fuck~the- 
world—for-profits attitude, and as when GM supported and biit weapons for 
the Nazis during World Var 11, as when Gk reaped huge profits off the wars 
in Korea, Viet Nam, and throughout the world, as when GM suports racist 
regimes in South Africa to force cheap labor, as GN's history «attests; GK 
profits at our expense--at the expense of the world,

We take this action in response to the pig murder of Popeye 
Jackson. The ATF, like the FBI and the CIA, is a federal agency 
‘charged with the task of intimidating and disrupting revolutionary 
organizations. Popeye Jackson was the leader of the United Prison- 
ers Union, a revolutionary organization of prisoners— -of-war locked 
down in Amerika's San Quentins and Soledads. Popeye was a revolu- 
tionary who actively sought to expose to the people the fascism of 
the pigs and the necessity of an armed struggle to overthrow the 
ruling class. Thus it was necessary for this same ruling class to 
have Popeye murdered, just as it was necessary to kill Martin Luther 
King, Malcolm X, George and Jonathan Jackson, Cinque and countless 
other black lea ders and revolutionaries. 


The exact role of the ATF in Popeye's murder is not yet known, 
But we do know that at the beginning of June, Brenton Thorne, the 
head of the ATF office in San Francisco, announced plans to add 100 
agents to ATF offices on the West Coast, principally in the Bay Area 
and Los Angeles, in order to beef up the ATF's counter-—insurgency 
campaign. Popeye, a well-known conrade who publicly worked for unity 
between the underground and the aboveground, was an obvious target 
for these pigs. Dess than a week after Thorne's announcement, Popeye 
was dead, Two days later, a phony communique, clearly written by 
the pigs, attempted to lay the bleme for this murder on the New 
World Liberation Front, 

Despite these efforts, the people of California. have not been 
divided by Popeye's murder or deceived by the pig propaganda that 
surrounded it. The unity ee the people and of our guerrilla organi- 
zations is SHON than ever, For all the efforts of the ATE and 
are the peoples clandestine guerrilla forces.

We don't know why nobody warned tne workers in the building.

2. Phone the police as soun as we hang up.

Even if we have already phoned the police and the building 
ourselves, the media's confirmation of the warning can only help.

Last year, during the SLA 
armed struggle, we saw the Barb 
printing most or all of their 
communiques. Yet they Were also 
fast to denounce them, using 
quotes from the Examiner to try 
to prove their points. Printing 
Mae Brussel’s article directly 
served the interest of the pigs by 
cutting off and isolating our com- 
a from the people and the 
eft. 

The Barb has continued this 
same divisive policy with the 
NWLF. Following comradely cri- 
ticism which: called for more 
education. in our communiques, 
we changed the focus of our com- 
munigues and started including 
information to directly arm the 
people. The May 1 Dept of Cor- 
rections communique included 
information on reconnaissance, 
tools, safety, and war. of nerves. 
The May 9 Berkeley PG&E com- 
munique was censored by the 
Barb and only one of the three 
pages was printed. The other two 
pages contained information and 
diagrams on setting charges 


(electrical and non-electrical... 
fuse powder), making pipe bombs, 
etc. Barb lied to the people in 
the May 23-29 issue when they 
wrote; ‘Barb printed the full 
text of the NWLF communique, 
in accordance with our stated 
policy.”” We re-sent a copy of 
the same communique. explaining 
that all three pages were the 
communique and no policy state- 
ment. Stansill, mealy-mouthed, 
lying worm said by now the in- 
formation not only was irrele- 
vant and out of date, but was 
available in other books. He said, 
“Are you trying to say we have 
to: print your communiques?”’ 
We said, “No, we’re not telling 
you that, bot we’re damn: sure 
telling’ you we’re going to con- 
front your lying to the people.” 
We ended by telling him we would 
Struggle to expose this hypocri- 


-tical shit and, if necessary, we 


would put pressure on the con- 
trolling elements of Barb... .. 


June 3 we dropped a copy 
of the open letter to Popeye Jack- 
son to the Barb as well! as to 
KPFA and KPOO. This was not 
printed in the June 6 issue and 
we feel Barb’s printing of our 
communique not before, but only 
after Popeye’s death is a clear 
indication of a sensationalist 
printing policy. Barb’s excuse 
was they didn’t get this informa- 
tion, although it was readily 
available at KPFA and KPOO. 
This treacherous, opportunist 
policy of the Barb hierarchy de- 


-ciding what best serves the inter- 
ests of oppressed peoples misled 
people when the phony communi- 
que was put out by the pigs. In 
effect, the Barb denied the people 
the necessary information (June 
3 letter) to decipher fact from 
fiction, reality from illusion, thus 
aiding or playing into the hands 
of the pigs. To expose this phony 
communique to as many people

possible we went to the Barb a- 
gain and our latest comrnunique 
se picked up by Gabricile 


What exactly followed we are 
unsure of. We know she made 
copies of the communique and 
distrileted them to UPU and 
media sources. We feel she acted

Since 
when bas the Barb made ceci- 
sions collectively? When Gaud- 
ricile was subpoenaed before a 
grend jury for handling NWLF 
communijues Barb told ker ske 
must sssume individual respon- 
sibility, but’ when Farb wanted 
an exclusive she’s supposed to 
act in the interests of the “‘col- 
lective.” Was her firing a col- 
lective decision? 

The Barb also censored the 
Black Guerilla Faimily’s commn- 
nique (concerning comrade Gcor- 
ge Jackson) from the people for 
being. too controversial. 

Our goal is to buildancw com- 
munication bass that will serve 
tie interests of oppressed peo- 


ples. Uniess we can reach and 


educate the people our acts and 
those cf our comrades mean very 
lite. Ve. must counter this mil- 
ing class media contro! witù a 
strong communication base that 
will serve all comrades engaged 
in armed struggle, so as to ex- 
change theory, tactics, straiegy, 
criticism / self-criticism, etc.

We would like to offer some 
comredely criticism of our sis- 
ters and brothers of the New 
World Liberation Front, to all 
members of our community. The 
speed with which the N.W.L.F. 
responded to the defense by Na- 
tive Americans in Pine Ridge 
against the pelicy of genocide 
by the Amerikan government is 
a striking example of revolu- 
tionary initiative and unity. 
Their action goes beyond mere 
symbolism toa strong blow

We also believe that the 
N.W.L.F. does not sce the im- 
plications of their naming names 
in a communique, a mistake ihat 
might have been avoided by 
more analysis on their part. 
Naming someone in a communi- 
que from the underground acts 
in a way to potentiaily set that 
person up ~- even if that per- 
son is mentioned in an epprov- 
ing, supportive way. 

The pigs have and witl use 
our singling out people as sub- 
jects for their persecution and 
murder in order to sow fear 
and disunity among us. The men- 
tioning of people in a negative 
way is somewhat different. The 
principle of the set-up still ap- 
plies, however. If in fact this 
was considered by the N.W.L.F. 
then we would say that their 
decision to proceed in mention- 
ing staff members was wrong ~- 
for all they may have (and have) 
done, there is nothing to indi- 
cate that the staff should be set- 
up this way. In fact, what this 
does is further confuse the is- 
sue by focusing too much at- 
tention on them instead of on 
those who really hold power at 
the Barb. If the N.W.L.F. is 
awere of the dynamics involved, 
then they must be prepared to 
justify to the people their rea- 
sons behind naming indivi- 
duals ~- and those reasons 
must be as solid as the risks

We would also like to point 
out the implications of the state- 
ment by the N.W.L.F. that they 
dropped the June 3 communique 
to the Barb and the Barb deny~ 
ing they received it. It seems 
one of the following alternatives 
must be true: t} the NWLF lied; 
2) someone in the NWLF blew it 
and didn’t admit it to his/her 
comrades; 3) it was dropped but 
not followed up to see if it was 
receivec; 4) some one at the 
Barb picked it up and sat on it 
or turned it over to the pigs; 
5) it was picked up by the Barb 
which collectively. decided to 
suppress it. 

Number one seems very un- 
likely -- there is nothing in their 
practice (nor motive) to indi- 
cate this would happen. Two -- 
almost as unlikely -- judging by 
Last practice. Three -- also al- 
most as unlikely for the same 
reason. Five -~ highly unlikely; 
the motive might conceivably be 
there but not the ability/experi- 
ence toc that kind- of coverup. 
Four -- this is the likeliest -~ 
we say this from the practice 
of the Barb, printed Barb 
statements saying they felt their 
own securily could not be re- 
lied on, and the unlikeliness of. 
the other possibilities. What- 
ever the real reason, we fect 
the N.W.L.F. and the Barb 
should do what is necessary to 
uncover the truth.

we support. We are sure that 
the NWLEF will continue the pro- 
cess of struggle through criti- 
cism/self-criticism that they 
are committed to. 

We are looking forward in the 
near future to a statement from 
the N.W.L.F. regarding the Black 
Guerrilla Family statement 
about Popeye Jackson. We con- 
sider it important that if the 
N,W.L.F. has no other informa- 
tion to share with the people 
concerning Popeye that they 
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deal with both the source of what 
would then have to be considered 
bum information and the pro- 
cess through which they assi- 
milated and dealt with it.

Since our attack on the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms office 
in San Francisco, the ATF has denied that they have any "counter~insurgency 
program", or that they have sought additional agents to investigate guer- l 
rilla organizations in California. This is’a lie. During the first week 
of June, KCBS carried a story about increasing pig activity against various | 
underground organizations. This story was _confirnied by an article in the 
San Jose Mercury (Thursday, June 5, page 37 of the 4-star edition) written 
by Elias Castillo, in which Brenton Thorne was described as "intensely 
concerned" over increasing guerrilla attacks in the Bay Area. He told the 
Kercury precisely what was stated in our communique of July 21: “that the 
ATF had esked for, and was sure to receive, 100 edditional agents for ATT 
offices on the test Coast, principally in the Bay Area and Los Angeles, 
Their primary task was described as putting a stop to the attacks of the 
Weather Underground Organization, the New tiorld Liberation Front, the Frente 
de Liberacion C hicano, and the Red Guerrilla Family. These agents are in 
addition to the 500 Treasury agents that U.S.Attorney General Edward Levi 
has asked Congress for to combat the gun black market in ten metropolitan 
areas throughout the U.S., including the San Francisco Bay Area, and in 
addition to the 150 agents reported by the Examiner to be investigeting 
our attack on their office . 

We hope you in the alternative media will try to sort out the truth 
from the lies of the pigs and the pig media. Don't just print or read out 
whet the straight media feed you. bany times we hear a pig lie repeated 
by the alternative media when it could be easily disproved by some investi- 
gation. i
